& H1L1P (thefather ofgreat Alexander ) has: 
& uing increaſed his ſmall kingdome of Mace- 
S doniatothe Empire of Greece: and confide- 
& ring how necedtull the favour ofall men was 
| for thelife of his reputation in that romth; 
commanded that daily cre he came from his chamber, a 
boy ſtanding at the dore ſhould ſay with loud voyce,Phi- 
lip remember thou arta mortall man: acourſe beyond 
anicexpettation ofthat time he being deriued from Her- 
cules, whom for his excellencie they teigne was rran{la- 
-ted amonglit the gods. 

Some who hane fince thattime preferred juſtice bs 
fore the other vertues,do name humilitic; (as that which 
belongerh onely to man )to berhe mcaneſt notwithſtan- 
aingthatſhelinkeththereſt, and is mother to clemencic, 
who chiefly bringerh forth thefauor ofthe people. 

The regard which this prudent king had to makehis 
ſucccflton immoueable, and to raiſe them to the higheſt 
rop of glorie (as he did by making their foord,by his affa- 
bilitic , remperance and clemencte) is of excellent preſi- 
dentfor all Princes: who to offe&tke like, areto appeare 
before God as men clothed with humiline; and beforc 
men as Goa adorned with clemencie: they being both 
men 8 gods reipeCting rheir condition of humane rail- 
tic; and high place of their royall digmitie,

T he ercor which groweth by the abuſe oftheſethings 
is dangerous, as that which leadeth either 1nto a manifeſt 
ryrannie, or a remiſſeneſſe of gouernemcnt. Forhowe 
may he thar percemeth not the paſſions of men,or feeleth 
not in him ſelfean inclination to mercie;citherreliene the 
people of their miſeriesas man,or prouide for their infir- 
mities as God ? 
To ſ{cemetherfore ſuch who ſecke a reformation and 
benefit ofthe people(a report very plauſible)and couertly 
to deuour manie prouinces,1s a practife neither ofman or 
God,burofDeunls incarnate. I wonld there werenotany 
vnto whomthis might be obiced:: & that her Maieltie 
whoſe moſt noble Progenitors haue deſerued well of 
Spaine , might, if for no other cauſe then the auncient 
league berweenethe Crowne of Caſtill and the houſe of 
Lancaſter, haue enioyed their good neighbourhood and 
friendſhip of times paſt. But ſeeing that their cheeretull 


_ countenance (being oppreſſed with the ill humours of 


theirambition)is turned into a melancholie darke,I haue 
thought good for the benefit of her Maicſties ſubicRes, 
(ſome of rhem hauing vaine imaginations ofthe Spani- 
ards ex-cllenr giftes and greatneſle ). to drawe the linca- 
ments ofrheir Empire and good nature,by which 1t may 
appeare howe monſtruous the proportion of both is, 
which they would ſhould ſeeme moſtexquifitand come- 
ly to all men. 7 _ 
Itis cerraine that Spazre is ofgreat antiquitie, bearin 
that name vnder thefirſt Monarchie; but when we ſha 
conſider the ſignifications of her and of her firſt inhabi- 
rarit, weſhall find her age no ornament (as it hath bene 
in the names ofthe foure Monarchies, and of ſome other 
nations ) but a great deformitic conſidering her incom-

after the diviſion of tongues, firſt inhabited by therhird 
fonne of 1aphet named 1obel or Tubal.lignitying worldly, r:erbus 
or of the world, confuſion and ignomie : which ſigniti- wu 56, . 
cations meet ſo jumpe regarding the ſtate ofthatcounrie, E 
and cuſtomes ofthart nation , as nothing could be deuiſfed 
apter. : 
Of this contemptible beginning ( which 1n reſpe&t of 
their meannefſe was long without ſuſpition of tyrannie 
hauethey (lothing the ſtreights of Hercales pillers, and 
his Plas witra)) extended their limitsro the yvtmoſt In- 
dians; wherethey haue erc&ed this Trophea of _Alexan- 
aers conccipt , Non ſufficit orbrs; but how farre from the 
remperance of good Princes, let anie barbarian iudge, 
who would haue bene glutted with halterhe miſerics of = 
them , with whoſe cuils the Spamardis noryet farisfied. 

For better expreſſing the particularities oftheir policie 
let vs(before we come to the ionifications of a7vae and 
Twbal, only for an-introdu&tis to the nature of both) ob- 
ſerue theſe foure points: Firſt how thatthat nation riſing x 
likethe bettle fro che cowſhern,hurrlech againſt al things 
Secodly that they being ofthe nature of ſhadows, which , 
areſhortthe Sunneaſcending the Meridian;zand long, be- 
ing necrethe Horizon, makea deceiprtull proportion of 
their greatnefſe. Thirdly, that whileſt the great kings of 3 
Europe liued, they were obſcure, and hane onely fince 
theirtimebene ſeene, likeglowe wormes ſhining inthe 


darke, Fourthly, that thisregion of Spazne( though yerie 4

ancient) was after the report of Po/ybizs vnknown to the 
old Romares, (the South part excepted )aſwell in reſpe&t 
of the vnfruittulneſle ofthe ſoyle, as ſauageand rude life 
ofthe inhabicants : all which concerne the ſignifications 
of that countrie and inhabitant : but firſt of £7912, 

It is conuenient, that we percetue the efteCtes of this 
name by nearer circumſtances of ages then the former 
generall poinQs :1n reſpe&t whereot, we muſt firſt looke 
backeward as farreas three thouſand yeares : at which 
timethe Phenicians (who were then of the greateſt naui-

which is an inſeparable accident of the greateſt part of 


_ their countrey. Secondly who conſiderceth their naturall 


diſpoſition to robberie in the maiden yeares of Spazre, 
would thinke they had onely ſtudied that lawe Zzcurgus 
made in the bemda of ſecrettheft;neicher Hercules though 
he maiſtered their countrimen Ger/oz and the ſonnes of 
Chryſaurms; or the Romanes who often reſtrained them, 
being able to ſuppreſle their thecucrie. But they depend 
vpon this ground, that thoſe things 1n which manie of 
tend, arealwayes forgiuen , andrthatthere is ho law pre- 
ſcribedro necelſlitie. * 

Thirdly behold cacir ſmall multitude of people regar- 
ding the bigneſle oftheir countrey,being one of rhe grea- 
teſt kingdomes of Europe: which proceedeth ofthe ſig- 
nifications of Spazpe; caritic, penurieand want.

Touching their coucrouſneſle, itpartly appearcth in 
fraudulent ſhifting their creditors : partly by their raue- 
nous defireto oppreſle all parts, and partly by offending 
againſt the affeCtions and dignitie of parents.

1icto the cuſtome of thoſe partes, which bred manie no- 
uecltics ro the lofle ofthoſe prouinces, = 
TheDuke of LancaFey purſuing in Galitiathe title of 
Froſars his wife Conſtance, daughter to Don Pieroand heire of Ca- 
ftile : ſent the Archbiſhop of Burdeanx to Prero king of 
Arazon, forthe arrerages of thoſe ſummes hee was to 
pay Edvvardthe third and his heires Dukes of Aquitar, 
forthe yearely diſcharge of 500. horſe: buchee had no 
other paiment ( the alterations of this Realme not per- 
mitting to bring this king to reaſon) but the impriſon- 
ment of his Ambaſſador in Barcelona. | 
TheEmperor Char/es the 5.as king of Spainetodraw 
Henrie the eight into a warrte againſt Frazce , who had 
1:inSls. paide him yearely from thence 133.thouſandcrownes for 
"3" hisſiſters dower and pencion; made himſelfe debtorto 
the king forthatannual ſumme; coucnanting moreouer 
that if hee married not in conuenient time, Afarve then

of that conſining frier, O/zuer Mallard, I let paſſe with 
theſe notes, that as it bchooucth the kings of Franceto 
ſuſpeX rhe hypocriſie of friers in regard of the ambition »;,;,.., 
of Sparine and Lorran: fo itftandeth the king of Spazre in Sic. re 
hand not to dye in Egypr, no man being buried there, by ®***: 
an ancient law of that region, ( if his goucrnement hath ry 
bin tyranous)or hisdebts vnpzide. 

T6 returneto the ſecond part of their couctouſneſle,

the Counties temerity,and for recompence of his valure, 
could not after aford him his lite, 
Hitherto haue I prooued the fignifications of Spane 
as caulcs by their efteAs, or maximes by their conſequen» 


ces: now remaineth to ſpeake of Twbal, ſignifying,ofthe 


world, worldly,confuſton,and ignomy.

Ferdinando and Iſabella after they had reconercd Gra- 
#aao fromthe Mores , were preſently intituled the moſt 
Chriſtian Princes: which being ſtomached by Fraxce, 
they had after thenameof Catholike, which did no lefle 
hurt then the title of vniucrfall or ſupreme biſhop: tor 
Having ſo glorious an addition annexed to their newe 


kingdome, they ſtudied to do ſomwhat, ſfauoring alſo of 


nouckic, that might ſeeme worthie of the holy fathers 


fauour,andtheir Epitheton : in reſpect whereof they eſta- 


bliſhed a company of the order of Dommieks , to looke 
intothe corruptlife & maners of the Mores and Jevves 
of Spazye, whom they named fathers of the holy Tnquiſi 

tio, | 

Theſe Fathers as drapt from heauen, gaue great hope 
oftheir procceding toall men; for in ſhort ſpace, all 14a- 
humatiſmeand Indaiſme, ſcemed by theirdiligent ſcarch 
ro be extirped in Spazze : neither was thereany thing ex- 
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xs | A BriIErs DiscovRsE 
pected from them, bur the cffe&ts ofpicric, and propaga- 
tion of Chriſtianirie: their aduantage ro this ſeatence, 
The vuorkman t# vvorthy hu hier,excepted; which great- 
ly iariched cheir holy houſe with confiſcate goods, but 
after their trade, in which they had found ſome ſweetnes, 
began to/decay at home; they thought good ( as gray- 
hounds miſs1ng wolucs do fall ro ſheepe) ro make it cur- 
rant at Naples, which the Princes & peo ple of! thatking- 
dome a while withſtood : but being after terrified, partly 
with the Popes cenlures, partly with the | pre of the 
Emperor Charles the 5. they accepted it, Sea 7n7iqurs condte 
tlonibus. 1 
Hauing gotten free paſlage for this newe creature in 
Italy, they attempredrto make it knowne ro our worlde, 
where it bred ſuch Antiphiſcall cftefts., by tearing the 
ynion of Belga, and renting our peace, that if cuer this 
laying were tound true that Relzg/on brourht forth riches, 
and the daughter dewovwred the mother, itwas then when 
theirauarice, cloked with Chriſtian reformation , falled 
all places with proſcriptions, ſlaughter,and flame. 
Moreouer, wherethe Greeke Tau (hauing ſome forme 
of a c: I{lc) wasamonegtthe Egyptian Hierographicall let- 
ters in great admiration, as containing diuine mylſterics : 
£3 12 , nd furthermore, where the Empcror Conitantine had 
ſeb. 11. 9s = 
ea>.9.Eccle, LEUCaled vnto him that he ſhould vanquiſh the tyratYax- 
Hf. entiucs intheſameſignc: theſe mintons notwithſtanding 
they magnihie theſe preſidents, naming all Zutheranos, 
and Burrachios that adore notthe ſame: yet withoutany 
religious feare, (which no Tewe would doe, efteeming 
ſwine vncl-ane) drue the Iudge of Tord/5:l/as out of a 
| _ Church, and ſtrangled him vpon a gallowes betweene 
two hogges , as Chriſt was crucified betweene two 
. > thecues,

thecues, wherein they blaſphemed nor the ſigne, but the 
thing ſignified, DE. 
| Thisreport Antoniodi Guenarra (a man of more quali- 
fied condition than their countrie yeeldeth , made in his 
Orationat Braxen/2to the Knights ofthe affembly. 

He affirmed alſo in his Epiſtle to the biſhop of Z amo- 
x#4,chicftainc of the rebels in Spazne, that one of his prieſts 


ſtanding behind a window at Tord7{5//{as,oucrthrew cle- 


ue ofthe Emperors ſouldiers with his Hargabuſle : with 
which ech tuume before he ſlew one with the bullet, hee 
croſt himſclfe. 

 LetCharlesthebitr cenſure their Pageants with their 
holy father , and his venerable companie vnder Bourbor, 
atthattime his ſon Phz/ip was borne: he doubting whe- 
ther he had more cauſe toglorie in the burthof his ſonae, 
or to lament their contempt of the Pope, and holie 
places. | 


I denienot but ſome Almaires had their des alſoin 


that matter, but the fault belonged to'no other then the 
Spaniards: (who the Duke of Bourbon being laine)com- 
maundcd the armie, and were maſters of the field. 

In reproouing of their abuſe, either cf the Croſſe or 
Pope, let no man take me that Ieſtecme them as things 
Diuine or holy : I ſpeaking onely according to their opi- 
nion of both, which they reckon diuineand holy. 

Nowecommcth in place the ſecond part of confuſion, 
which confiſterh 1n violating that order which.harh bin 
preſcribed by nature, for preſeruacion of honeſtic,and the 
cxcellency of man. 

This ſchoolemiſtris, was of her ſelfe daintie and moſt 
exccllent, till the ſerpent deflowred her, and the Spantard 
abuſcd her fauour : notwithſtanding which,ſhc aloweth 
Ci

not the deſire of man to.increaſc his like, in vnlawfull or 
yncomely fort: both which are againſt the dignitieand 
intention ofNaure, whoſe obieCt 1s honeſtie. Her lawes 
are, that we be followers of modeſty hat a Parem ſhoald 
cheriſh his childe,a huſband his wife, andall liuing crea- 
tures ſhould line pacified with them oftheir owne kinde, 
Bur to vſe women forcibly in publike places, orinthe 
preſence of many, as ſome phrenticke perſons accuſtome 
in Pex: of for Parents to kill their children, huſbands 
chetr wmes,andone people many Nations, ſhe dereſterh, 


as cuſtomes vnfit for men, and not yſcd (the firſt excep- 


ted) by fierce and vnreaſonable creatures. 

I meane to cite but few examples, yetfuch as may no 
lefleexpreſle this confuſion, then the print of Herca/es 
foote his wholeſtature. - | 
_ Atrtheirfirſt arriuall in the Weſt 7ades (there accoun- 
ting nothing vnlawiull) exerciſed all ryranny oa that 
people, who hauing till then enioyed a long liberrie, eſte. 
med the Spanrzrds more daungerous than wildebeafts:in 
reſpe& whereof many flying their ſeruirude, caftthem- 


 ſeluesfrom rockes : other pined themſclnes wichfamine, 


and ſome cut their throates with ſharpe ftones : neither 
ſpared the /na7ar women that were with childeto take 
venimous pottons, andto rippe their wombes to ſerfree 
their infants fromthe cruell bandage of Sparze. 

Butthis booted not, the Spariaras minding rather to 
reſcrue them to foule vſes,and to aid chem in their ſlaugh- 
rers, then they ſhould pine, or ende their liues by any 
other meanethen their chiualrie. 

Hauiog therefore recouered ſuch as Fortune ſpared, 
they ſhamed not, driuing them as droues of beaſtes,to ra- 
uiſh the women hauing children faſtened rortherr necks,

both their owne bandsand the Indians beholding them. 

But whatdurſt nottheſe rutters do amongſt a naked, 3: 
ſtmple people, rhatomitted no outrage inacountry ha- 
uing lawes, walled townes,and armed men? for many 
th _—_ of like ſtuffe receive this one for proofe of the 
reſt. 

At Inſ#l a towne in Flawnaers , three of theſe gallants 
entered a citizens houſe wholy of their faction; where 
ewoofthem held the husband, whileſt the third rauiſhed 
his wife in his preſence: who crying for helpe, 8 hauing 
two ncizhbours cometo his reſcue, the Spararaes allo 
cried Spazreſa watchword to aliſt their villanies) where- 
vpondiuerſc oftheir company repaired to them,accuſing 
the husband aud his neighbors ofriot, for which the one 
was adiudged to be whipt, andthe other to be hanged. 

Let this much ſuffiſe for that vice, wherein they con- 
tend only with vnreaſonable creatures; ſomewhat being 
to beſpoken alſo oftheir murther and cruelty, which be- 
longeth to this part ofconfulton, wherin they alone haue 
top and topgallant. 

Solow hauing given lawesto the Athenians, was de- 
manded why he made notone for parricide: for that ſaith 
he,I chinke no man ſo beaſtly ro commit it . The Philo- 
ſopher thought nature to haue great authority 1n this 
matter; bur ſcing that loue only deſcendeth,ſhe comman- 
dcth little. 

 Thatthe child hath murthered the parent, moued by 
a couctous defire, cither of patrimony or gouernement,is 


more apparant inthe line of Othomano then piety would : 


but for thefither to kill his innocent ſonne, or the hu(- 
band his chaſt wife, beſides that family and the aCt of He-- 
rod, I knowe no authentike proofe, valeſſe Spazne can

yeeld ſome preſident for both. 
 Intheyeare1568.the Duke of .L1ha deſcending with 


che Terrezans of Milanand Naples intothe lower coun- 
tries, vpon pretence of pacitying that ſtate: and leauing 
no kind oftyranny vnexcrciſed, gaue great miſlike of jtis 
doings to all men : eſpecially. ro the young Prince of 
Spaine,who often complained of his cruelticinthofepro- 
uinces: the gouernment of which belonged (as he ſaide 
nolefleto kim in the life of his father, then it didto Philip 
(who had the ſame)1n the time of Charles the fift. 

This complaint though it ſeemed 1uſt ro ſome, yet 
othets, chiefclythe fathers ofthe Inquifition, reprouecd it 
as matter to be ſuſpected, and ſauoring moreofnouclte 
then appertained to-one of his yeares : by which ſlaunder 
they brought him into common hatred, ſpecially of his 
father , who being wholly addicted to his ſecrear plea- 
{ures, caſily bclecued any thing: in reſpe&t whereof, and 
that hee had made committics for hearing all matters of 
State : it was thought mecte by them to reſtraine the 
Prince ofliberric,as a man without ocher praiſe, know- 
ing the greatnes ofhis mind, to ſhorten histime,akhough 
he died not without ſuſpition of poyſon. 

TheQueene of £pazre during his reſtraint (preſuming 
much on her place,and pitying his innocencieand tender 
ycarecs) ſolicited the king to receiue him againe into fa- 
uour : but the mallice of the Princes aduerſaries prenai- 
lcd both towards him andthe Queene, whom they found 
no lcfle zealous for the peace of Belz7a, then forthe kings 
honour : for which cauſe they ordered thar both their 
hearſes were within one moneth, which I ſawe at _A4xt- 


 wvarpe lamented with tcares, and at Naples folemnized 


with ioy : fo great a matter it was for the Prouinces to

looſe good Princes, and for the Spaniards to be ridde of 
them, by whoſe pictic and wiſeprouidencetheir auarice 
and crueltic had bcene bridled, and fo ſmall athing it is 
in Spazne,forafather ro murther his ſon, and a huſ band 
his wife: cheone boing afcer che French phraſe Ze perit 
fils of two Emperors andthe ſonne of aking: the other 
an daughter ofa king, theſiſter of kings, and wife of a 

ing, 

Some may obiett thattheſe reports are ſcandalous,and 
bclong rather to the Councell of Spaine,and fathers ofthe 
Inquiſition, then to the king. 

I conteſle that beſides publicke fame, which fuffizeth 
_ rodriuethe accuſant to his purgation; Icanoppoſe but 
theſe grounds. Firſt, that he who propelleth notan iniu- 
ric if he may, isnoleſle faultic then he that offereth the 
wrong : ſecondly that thoſe ſubiefes, whoſe Pcince te- 
gardeth not by what mcane hisſonre and wife were op- 
preficd are not to hope thedefence of his ciuill or martiall 
ſword. 

Now remaineth their confuſion ofthings ciuill, which 
I aſcribe not only to the ſubuerſion of politiue lawes,pri- 
uiledges and cuſtomes; butto the onerthrow alſo of chat 
ſociety, which ought to be betwene men ofone nation,or 
ſcueral countreyes,for maintaining their particular quiet. 

That they haue ſubucrred the ciuill ſtate by altering of 
ancient ordinances, I hope they will nor denie: which if 
they do , their policie in Belgz/a(framed by Eſconcdoſecre- 
tarieto Don John of Auſtria)(vz.thatthe king mult cha- 
ſic: one Prouince by an otherio be made abſolute in all) 
being compared with the priuiledges and cuſtomes of 
thoſe Prouinces, graunted in the Bull of gold, and fince 
confirmed by their Princes, will conuince them of great

impudencic. For if amongſt other things contained in 
that Bull, the Princes of Be/g/a arc prohibited to amplific 
the Eccleſiaſticall ſtate further then hath bene preſcribed, 
ortoleauic any mony, orto make any innouattd in mat- 
ter of ſtate without conſent of the Nobilvie and people: 
or to place forenners in the civill gouernment, vnlcile 10 
{ome {mall offices , with this caurion, that if they fall into 
any of theſe crrours, their ſubie&s (making duc proteſta- 
tion ) areabſolued from their obedience : what is it to en- 
1oynedinerſctownes of Brabant to receine Biſhops, the 
vnited Prouincesthe Spanzsh Inquiſition, 8 Spanishand 
Italian goucrnours? and to impoſe this burthen, that be- 
fides the yearely remhotmens goods, nothing is bought 
and fold to the yſc ofthe bodie,outof which the kings of- 
ficers trienot a partof ſiluer 2 VVhar other thing I fay is 
this alcumie, then the rooting vp ofa State planted by the 
hands of good Princes , then which there 1s no iniuſtice 
more capitall? = 

To antiquate theſe things ſeemerh no other, then the 
caacclling of ſocietie, but they are diſtinQ,and bur in part 
like:ſome obeying no ordinance,and yct hauing mutuall 
ſocictie; which groweth by a ſectetagreementof nature 
making them conuerſant. 

By which colleQ the confuſion of fociectie amongſt 
_ men living vnderone law,istheir motoſiticonely. 

Thus vice is rife amongſt them , and wherein the Spa- 
niard hath his diflcrence from all mcn , aſwell for offen- 
ding therein their owne perſons, as priuate perſonsthe 
Soucraigne, and the Soucraignethe ſubic& : as alſo pr1- 
uate perſons one another : in all which they hauepredo- +: 
mination, and 1tir wete poſſible exccede them elues. E- 

For finning againſt their owne perſons bchold a rare |

A marter ſaith 
theauthor, not before heard, that a mm ſhould die of dil- 
pleaſurc:yert preſidents no leſterare in their fort do folow: 
but firſt of offences againſt the Soucraigne. 
A Spaniard beholding Ferdznmao ( grandfather to 
rs at Barcelona, thatday they 
name Corp Chriſti feaſt , ſtrake himſo furiouſly with a 
daggeronthe necke, that he had flaine him if thegreat- 
moth chaine had notpur by the thruſt : and that for 
no other cauſe , as he contetied being taken, butrhar the 
King ſtood not in his good grace,andrhat he liked not his 
countenance: an opinion no leſſedaintie then that ofthe 
Romane S2nate : for as they eſteemed not ona God, who 


wasnotallowed by their authoritic,no more would this 1. 


yonker thatany ſhould hauerhename of king , thathad 
not dignitieofperſon agrecablero his romth: which vil- 
lanus temeritie hath giuen juſt cauſefor Princes ro with- 
draw their ordinarie preſence from the common ſubiect; 
and to bring in this cuſtome, that no man weareth adag- 
ger In SParne. 

But'nowe to their confounding of focietie with the

Time may rather want then iuſt matter to blaſe their

out, and fearing with hot irons the tongues of honeſt Ci- 
tizens , theirdrawing the mouthes of ſome aſunder with 
other inſtrumentes, their wiltull murthering a farher'ar 
Tratedt beyondthe Meoſe,tor lodging lus onne one nigh; 
their baniſhing chaſt matrons, for receauing their huſ- 
bands, an aft condemned by no good lawsfor the inſepe- 
rable bonds of their louc:their furtous beaſtlineſle at Tu- 
pace vpon the citizens and a widow named Potier whom | 
they flue with her daughter and neece; and their maſla- 
cring with bullets the vnarmed peopleat Jpre beholding | 
agodly miniſter put to death: I will touch onegly their 1 
barbarous inhumanitie towards the naked-/xd/ans,a peos | 
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ple very tratable, ifthey had found good mailters;; and 
{uch as had skill of honeſtie. rr 
Setting the ats of Hoſes and 7oſua a part, I think there 


is no preſident that the godly hauc rooted out the natural — 
inhabitants of any countrey : but that the wicked have | 
chaſtized ſinners, many paſlages, both'ofdivineand pro- | | 
phane wriungs haue teſtified, Itis then apparant that the — © 
Spantards as idolaters were luffered to chaſtice idolaters, a 
and notto enlargethe faith : for had their inrention bene Tt 
ro hauc learned thoſe ſimple ſoules thetruc a. * _ 
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God, (as they made ſhewe at the firſt by ereCting in ſome 
regions dincrſe Biſhoprickes and ſchooles ) they would 
either hauecontinued that order, or haue bin conuerſant 
with them in all mildneflc and humanirie: piettebcing no 
way better taught then by demonſtration : bur as they 
could ſeeme no others then they were:no more could the 
Indians gather grapes of thornes : in reſpe&t whereof. 
though ac the firſt this naked people might haue bene 
moulded into anie forme , yer after they had taſted rhe 
Spanish Creados,they abandoned their companic,with all 
rites and ceremonies ofthe Romiſh religion , which ma- 
nic of them had reuercntly before recejued : neither was 
there aniedeath ſo fearctull , whether by poyſon, tamine, 
or other meane before mentioned, rhatin reſpett ofche 
cruclty of thoſe DonD#egos,they would not have willing- 
ly embraced as their ſure port of reſt & end of their cuils. 
In deſcribing the miſerable ſtate of theſe wretched 
pcople, Meters ſaith, that toa very ill preſident , manie 
ofthe Spanish ſouldiers puniſhed their ſeruants moſt gre- 
uouſly;ifeither they brought not home their day hier,or 
finiſhed not their taske in the gould and filuer mines, or 
had committed ſmaler faults yealding them (their hands 
and feer being bound to a crofle pale)1n ſteed of cheir ſup- 
per,many ſtripes with corde, or the ſinnewes ofa Buphaf, 
dropping on them either boyling pitch or ole: and after 
waſhing them with ſalt water they would lay them ſo 
long ypon atable,as they imagined thoſe wretches might 
beare the paine : after this kind oicookerie, ifamore cru- 
ell maiſter hapen«d to forme of them, they were buried 
all night in carth co the necke, asa preſent remedie for 
their ſtripes. If any of them died in this newe diet ( as it 
Fn ycry often rhe maiſter accompring to the King 
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theheds of hisflaine ſernants was quited of the paine. of 
manſlaughter. This cruelne ſome excule faith Merellius 
by the law of Bazor: But itappereth vpon iuſt- cauſe wic- 
ked to all men, as bcing vo'dofall picty. 

Touching this barbarous cruclue he bringeth: in 
alſo one A/quenotec baptized Caczenis of the prouince of 
Iucatana, complaining ro Monteimgenerall of thatpro- 
uinceintheſeor the like wordes. +7 

Our natio, Mornterms,whillt I was a boy, wasgricuoully 
afflicted with a: diſeaſe cauſtng; them to. vomit wormes, 
whereofthe greateſt part died:after which(falling by.de- 
orees from oneuill rtoanother) we had wars a, them: 
of Mex#co; wherin weloſt mothen an hundred and: fif-. 
ty thouſand ; all which, inreſpect ofthe ſlaughter 8 cru- 
eltie thatwereceaueofrhee, Monterus,8 of thy fouldicrs, 
weeſteemenothing. eMerelinss further afficmeth, that the 
Spaniards haning waſted many prouinces with their cru- 
eltic; and tranſporting by ſea{ from other places. better: 
peopled) ſundry of thoſe miſerable & wrerched indians) 
murthered many by peſtering them in the bottomes of 
their ſhips:lome by famine,& ſome by their daily ſtripes, 
ſo that few or not one ofthe landed,thart were imbarked. 

Hee moreouer ſpecially noteth for thereſt, one Pers. 
Calis, who (indriuing whole drones of that naked peo- 
ple)ſlucall chat werenot ableto traucll, without regard 
of age, ſexe, or their vicoflabour , which in reſpect of a 
continuall eaſe;was moſt hard and intollerable ro them. 

Helaſtly concludeth with Macchiazel/ (who maintai- 
neththat wherethe Pope and Cardinals (ct footing, they 
leauc moſt fearetull prinres of confuſion) that ina what 
place the Spanzards diſplay their enſignes, nothing isto 
be looked for but crueltic andſlaughter , andall milcrie:

Ferdinand his fonne (after Charles had taken his plea- 
ſure inthe kingdome, and wasdepatted towards France, 
leauing for his viceroy the Duke Monpenſier) returned, 
and hauing alicd himſelfe with the Yenerians and the 
Marquiſe of Mantas (who conld not digeſt the greatnes 
and ncighborhond ofthe French nation)he fellto ill arts, 
for recoueric of that kingdome he loſt by cowardice. 
This diſgrace he recompenced with a greater, tending to 
his perperuall infamie. 

For afcerthe French had cleared all parts from appa- 
rant hoſtilitic, they were notwithſtanding on 0s by 
diſeaſes,gotren by cating the fleſh of dead me, which Fer- 
dinanas had procured to be fold them for Twnny: the yſe 
of which, corcupting the liuer by extreame moiſture,and 
martter of too neere qualitie; brought forth moſt foulc 
vicers, with other paines,of which many miſcrably died: 
leaving for Trophees of their y1tories, their countrie 
name to the diſcaſe. 

This is fearefully deſcribed by Gutccrarain, (in reſpe&t 
the diſeaſe was infetiue, and then incurable) andas ſin- 
cerely laide downe by G:ouanni Froreuanti a Philoſopher 
ofthat-time; who beholding the deformiric of that fick- 
neſſe, and hearing oftheir new diet, indeuoured tofinde 


_ thereaſon by the cffects.

The want of victuall being acceſſaric to this calamitie, 
drauethe French to accept no lefle diſhonorable condiri- 
ons for their departure, than their diſcaſe was horrible;

Some reply, that it that contagion were as F/oreuanti 
conieCtured, the C ax:bals would haue thelike : which

this Nation,w hich bcing in the higheſt degree of ſocery, ,* 
hath forthe incuitable daunger,hapening by the abule of ;;,.

that of all villanies it is the greateſt , and moſt worthy of 
chaſtiſement. 

As for that which is named Maga infamzs , or what 
elſe may be concluded by impr-cation , or incantation;

By comparing theſenumbers, I ind them no lefſe yn- 
ablcto detend, then tq recoucr athung loſt; ſo there be 2n 
cletion of ſcafons, and a prouiſion of other neceſlaries: 
which is to be regarded by our nation, aſwell tor that we 
being brought vpin amote temperat and colder clime 
then S9a/ae, hauc our naturall moiſture caſilic exhauſted 
by the heat of rhat country opening our poers in the ſom-

a candleto bring them to bed. Iris nogood conſequent, 


'there be birds,becauſe there is a neft:or heis a gentleman, 


for that he neuer leaueth riding Burgrauntthe South of 
Spaine may be compared with the fruutul! parts of /ta/ze, 
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Or Tans SPanisn Srarx: 33 
and that ſome of them were of like ſeede as Pallas: yet it 
makerh no morefor the fertilitie of the reſt, and good. 
breeding ofthat people, then the teeth of an Arhiopian 
for the whiteneſle of his bodie. Neither doth the varietie 
oftheir mines proue the fatnefle of the ſoyle, but thecon- 
trarie: forall metals being ingendred by influence ofthe 
Planets(of whichthey hauetheir properties)and aprtem-

Ceſar, was created Duke of that place, gaue for his poeſie, 
Aut Ceſar, aut nihil. which being notfauoured fromthe 
heauens, hadpreſently the euent the ſamepredidted, 
 Philipof Macedoniaata banquet he madetheembaſſa- 
dors of Greece (theday before he was flaine by Pauſanias) 
inioyned one Neoptolemys (atragedianof greatname)rto 
recite ſome pocme beforecompoſed that might prognof- 
ticat the good ſucceſſeof his tourney againſt the Per/rans.

all parts ofa dreadtull tragedy , in which ſhe was aſcuere 
aftortill her laſt breath: hauing vntothat time hid many 
daungers fromthe king which might greatly hauc pro- 
fired him and the realme, had they bene reuciled in fea- 
ſon , which ſhe concealed for her owneprofite: not one 
being more ablerto diſlemblethen ſhe , who had by thar 
meane deceined many great Princes and Captaines other 
rime, eſpecially the Admirall Chaftz/ron,who affirmed in 
all ſpeeches of her, that he greatly doubted her vnſtable 
wit. Andthough that wind be 1ll that turneth none to 
good,yet herarts greatly auailed Spazne; which ſhe cuer- 
more regarded for preferring her particular (notwithe 
ſtanding the loſle of her daughter ) before the nobilitie 
and common. profite of Fraxce, entertaining in reſpeRt 
thereof diuerſe ( vpon other mens coſt) with the hope of 
many excellent titles and great Sigmtories; the deſire of
